Dear member of the eommumrv. 

Vermont CARES is taking a courageous step, but we cannot do it without your support... we have made the deci- 
sion to decline just under $100,000 in federal prevention dollars from the Vermont Department of Health. The 
Centers for Disease Control and Prevention (CDC), which controls these dollars, has issued new directives under 
the Bush/Cheney administration that, if enacted, would contradict Vermont CARES' mission to provide safe, acces- 
sible, non-judgmental prevention for people at risk of HIV. After close to two decades of providing HIV prevention, 
we strongly believe the most recent constraints would irreparably jeopardize existing HIV Prevention programming, 
programming that must be delivered with the utmost discretion and sensitivity. The new directives include an 
approach which is unjustifiable and would keep people from accessing HIV prevention. The following is a brief out- 
line of what the directives would entail: 

1. People accessing HIV prevention would be required to divulge personal information including specific 
numbers and frequency of sexual and needle sharing activities. This invasive approach will further alien- 
ate already marginalized people and validate the very shame and stigma associated with this virus; 

2. People accessing “anonymous” HIV testing and other prevention would be obligated to disclose poten- 
tially identifying information that will be entered into a federal database allowing the government to track 
individuals. With this unwarranted data collection we cannot guarantee anonymity, fear of idennficarion 
is one of the main reasons people are reluctant to get tested; 

3. Standardizing HIV prevention programs that have been proven effective largely in urban areas. For us 
to alter programming tailored to and proven effective in rural Vermont, and replace it with models proven 
in large urban areas is irrational and irresponsible; 

4. Organizations would be forced to include abstinence-based messages and question the efficacy of con- 
doms throughout prevention materials. Ultimately this creates barriers to HIV prevention information 
rather than making information accessible to those who need it the most. 

I hope that you will join us for AIDS Walk this Saturday, September 18th at 10:30 at City Hall Park, Burlington. 
Thank you for joining us in the fight against HIV/AIDS.
